Correction of this error does not constitute new matter, nor does it change the scope of 
the claims or require any re-examination. The subject matter of the '154 patent relates to 
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processing of seismic data, and tine term "dab" is simply a spelling mistake having no meaning 
within the context of said patent. Further, claim 1 was presented with the proper term "data" 
originally, but then inadvertently changed to "dab" with presentation of the preliminary 
amendment filed November 2007.
